We begin this Annual Report by the giving of thanks 
to Almighty God for His guidance and help throughout 
the year. Without faith, prayer and hard work we never 
would have achieved the success we have been privileged 
to enjoy for the last four years. Through the help of God 
and all concerned, our League has doubled its budget in 
the last four years, moved to infinitely better quarters, 
published a very excellent paper that has a paid subscrip- 
tion list of over 3,000, carried on a weekly half hour radio 
program throughout the 


juniors, intermediates and seniors; and preaches to the 
adults at the morning worship. In the evening we visit 
the youth fellowship groups and show pictures and speak 
in the evening services. Thousands of total abstinence 
pledges are taken each year in Sunday Schools and youth 
meetings. 

Our staff traveled over 35,000 miles from one end of 
the state to the other, serving churches, schools, sum- 
mer assemblies, daily vacation schools, institutes, and

The most out- 
standing were: Princeton, 
where the saloons were 
closed on Sundays, wet 
Perth Amboy’s saloons 
closed until 1 P.M. and 
Camden where we defeated 
the liquor interests on all 
three counts—Open Sun- 
day, drinking of women at 
the bar and extension of 
hours. The League had a 
part in these fights.

The 1947 Legislature ‘ 
passed the first State Con- 
trol Bill, limiting the sa- 
loons to 1 for every 1,000 
population and the liquor 
stores to 1 for every 3,000 
population ; the first statewide bill to limit the liquor traf- 
fic since repeal. Our organization fought hard for this 
bill. Now we must watch the licensing of clubs that will 
take the place of taverns, if we are not careful. 

Through the organization of the New Jersey Christian 
Conference on Legislation we have an active group com- 
posed of most of the Protestant leadership of the state. 
The Conference is organized to protect our religious and 
moral rights in the Legislature and to strive to defeat any 
legislation of a sinful and immpral nature, and to enact 
legislation that will better the religious and moral status 
of the state. 

Our League has a very active Sunday program for 
churches and church schools. We reach all ages through 
visual aids. The beginners and primary departments are 
given flannelboard talks by Mrs. Sadofsky. The superin- 
tendent shows motion sound pictures and lectures to the

No 
other League in the nation 
° is doing a better job with 
so limited a staff. Mrs. 
McAllister, our ‘loyal and 
faithful secretary, deserves 
honorable mention for the 
efficient way she has con- 
ducted the office. Most of the state superintendent’s time 
is now spent in the field, and wé do appreciate the fact 
that we have such an efficient secretary to conduct our of- 
fice work in a most satisfactory way. 

This, as you all know, has been a most difficult year 
financially. Money is not so plentiful since the war. Phil- 
anthropic giving has decreased considerably this year in 
general. In spite of this, the League has done unusually 
well considering strikes, high prices and calls for world- 
wide aid. 

Statistics show that since the repeal of the 18th Amend- 
ment philanthropic giving has decreased from 5% to 1% 
per cent. It is perfectly obvious that any nation that 
spends $8,700,000,000 for intoxicating drinks, which 
would take care of the financing of the whole Marshall 
Plan for a year; gambles away $6,000,000,000 yearly,

To the Governor and Members of the 1948 Session 
Of the New Jersey State Legislature: 


Honored Sirs: 

We urge that bills be introduced and favorable action taken by 
the Legislature covering the following recommendations. Our 
support of same is hereby pledged. 


1. Legislation which will limit the hours of sale of 
alcoholic beverages under plenary retail consumption 
licenses from not earlier than 7 A.M. to not later than 
12 midnight. 

2. Legislation that will prohibit the sale of all alcoholic 
beverages on Sunday. 

3. Legislation that will prohibit all advertising of al- 
coholic beverages through broadcasts by New Jersey 
radio stations, on billboards located in New Jersey, inside 
and outside intra-state public transportation vehicles and 
in newspapers and periodicals published in New Jersey. 

4. A resolution to submit to the people an amendment 
to the Constitution prohibiting all forms of gambling. 

5. We favor and will support any measure that will 


reduce the number of tracks licensed to conduct pari- 
mutuel betting, or that will reduce the number of days 
of racing at each track. Write your legislators today 
urging the passage of the above bills.

REMARKABLE CHANGE IN SENTIMENT ON 
LOCAL OPTION SINCE REPEAL 


Princeton, our great university town, voted a closed 
Sunday ; Perth Amboy, one of our wet waterfronts, voted 
closed Sunday to 1 P.M.; Camden, one of our largest and 
most important cities, voted closed Sunday, forbids wom- 
en to drink at the bar and limited hour sale to 2 A.M. 
This happened in 1947 in New Jersey. 

The Legislature of 1947 enacted a control bill to limit 
the saloons to one for every thousand population and liq- 
uor stores to one for every 3,000 population. We are 
gaining ground. 

Villages and small cities throughout our nation which 
had voted overwhelmingly for repeal have been so dis- 
illusioned and disgusted by the results of repeal that they 
have reversed themselves and voted two to one and in 
some cases ten to one for local option. 

Since the repeal of the Prohibition Amendment there 
have been 15,000 local option elections throughout the 
nation, 11,000 voting dry, or three-fourths of the 15,000. 

There is sound basis for the belief that the tide of pub- 
lic sentiment is swinging sharply, rapidly, and prepon- 
derantly back to the support of some measure to outlaw 
the liquor traffic. 

If the wets ignore the conclusion, it will be to their sor- 
row. If the drys fail to act immediately upon their ad- 
vantage, it will be to their loss. 

The result of repeal has justified every prediction its 
opponents made against it. The records will prove it. Its 
friends admit it.—R. S. Tinnon, Tennessee.

Experts Call Them Sick Men, Plan Treatment, But 
They Are a Social Headache 


They slouched in the line-up, grey as sidewalk, sullen 
and embittered ten days before Christmas. One of mod- 
ern society’s biggest headaches, recognized by psychi- 
atrists as sick men, they were alcoholics, denizens of the 
local Skid Row. 

They were Monday morning’s usual quota in First 
Precinct Court, men who comprise by far the largest pro- 
portion of arrests in Newark’s downtown area. 

Experts say they need hospitalization, physical atten- 
tion and psychological help. Estimated at 29,000, New 
Jersey’s alcoholics were the subject of a statement by 
ABC Commissioner Hock, who told of a rehabilitation 
plan, similar to one now operated in Connecticut, on 
which the Legislature is expected to act early in 1948. 

Unwelcome Patients 

Facing them from the court bench, Police Judge Pellec- 
chia faced also the fact they are the men nobody wants. 
Of the score of general hospitals in Essex County, only 
Newark City Hospital accepts alcoholics as such, taking 
in about 1,000 a year in the iron-barred basement Ward 
18 and giving them treatment, for a few days, for acute 
alcoholism. The court has little choice of action, sending 
them either to jail or fining and releasing them. Under 
the Connecticut plan, they would be eligible for treat- 
ment at a rehabilitation center. 

The first was a 41-year-old Dover painter who, in a 
barely audible voice, told Pellecchia he “didn’t remember 
a thing. I had a few drinks and didn’t have sense enough 
to know what I was doing.” 

The judge shook his head. “I don’t know what I’m go- 
ing to do with you fellows,” he said. “You drink your- 
selves into insensibility. Your employer called and said 
you are a good worker. I’m going to fine you $10, al- 
though you certainly deserve more.” 

AA—or Else 

Next were three men, all “regulars,” including one 
whom Pellecchia recognized. He asked the man when he 
was in court before. Without embarrassment the man 
answered, “This is only the second time this week. I was 
drinking a little heavy this week.” 

The judge told him sternly, “You should be sent away, 
but you’ve got a job and I don’t want you to lose it. I 
understand you promised your employer last week you'd 
quit drinking and join the AA (Alcoholics Anonymous). 
All right. I’m going to give you two weeks to join the 
AA and I'll ask them to report to me. I'll give you a three 
months’ suspended sentence and if you don’t join the AA 


_T’ll have you picked up on sight and you'll serve your 


sentence. You understand ?” 

The man nodded and left. 

To the other two Pellecchia said, “I'll fine you each 
$10.” He watched them as they walked toward the police 
sergeant’s desk to pay their fine. “You'll be back before 
long, both of you,” he commented. 

On Unemployment Relief 

A special police officer complained of the next prisoner 
that he had been “giving trouble since early Summer.” 

“How many times have you been arrested?” Pellecchia 
asked. 

“First time,” the man muttered. 

“What do you do for a living?” 

“I’m on unemployment.” 

“Any family?”

Pittsburgh did a swell job in entertaining the 35th Na- 
tional Convention of the Anti- Saloon League. which 
made history. Major Clayton Wallace of Indiana (fifty 
years old). was elected General Superintendent to take 
the place of Dr. George W. Crabbe who served faithfully 
for 40 years in League work. The name of the national 
League was changed to The Temperance League of 
America. Bishop Ralph Cushman, who served 10 years 
as president, asked to be relieved as president, and Bish- 
op G. D. Batdorf was elected in his place. A wonderful 
spirit prevailed throughout the convention and all of us 
felt a new day was dawning for the drys. It was a great 
convention. Thank you, Pennsylvania.

Out Christmas Eve 

The next prisoner was accused by a policeman of hav- 
ing struck him in resisting arrest. Bleary-eyed, the man 
admitted, “If I have a few drinks, I don’t know what I 
do. I stopped it for a while and I was all right.” 

“Well, you better stop again and for a long time. $10 
fine,” the judge ordered. 

As the man walked out, Pellecchia turned to Court 
Clerk Beckley “Make that $10 or 10 days,” he said. 
“That will let them out Christmas Eve.” Without this 
ruling, men unable to pay the $10 would serve 20 days. 

Promised a Job 

The next man told a long story of being unable to get 
space in the Salvation Army, of “having a few drinks,” 
and of being arrested while sleeping in Pennsylvania 
Station. He wanted, he said, to get to a North Jersey 
farm where he had been promised work by a Mr. Gibbs. 

“How much money have you got left?” Pellecchia 
asked. 

After grubbing about in his pockets, the man answered, 
“$1.40.” 

“All right. Now get out of town. Get hold of Gibbs 
somehow and get yourself fixed up.” 

The next man was accused of sleeping on a Market 
street refuse box Saturday afternoon. 

“You've been arrested before, haven't you?” the judge 
asked. 

“Four or five times,” he answered. 

“T gave you a suspended sentence last time,” Pellecchia 
said, “How far can you go?” 

“I was working nights and not sleeping,” the man said. 

“O.K. $10 fine.” 

A mumbled, jerky account of job-hunting and VA 
“red tape” came from the next prisoner. Pellecchia heard 
it as an old, familiar record. 

“Smith, listen,” he said sharply. “I’m a little tired of 
looking at you coming in here. I’ve given you every con- 
ceivable break I could. Now I’ll give you a six months’ 
suspended sentenc and I'll tell the police to pick you up 
on sight, if you stray. Now go get yourself a job or get 
the veterans to help you.”

$157,000,000 of which were spent at our three New Jersey tracks this 
year (1947), (The Garden State Track near Camden took in $65,000,- 
000 with a daily average of over $1,500,000; the Atlantic City Track 
handled over $47,000,000 and Monmouth Park handled over $43,000,- 
000; the state’s share was $7,450,000—this indeed is blood money any- 
way you take it.) We smoked and chewed $3,000,000,000 worth of to- 
bacco, spent $3,000,000,000 for motion pictures and jewelry—a total of 
$20,000,000,000 a year for non-essentials—practically wasted money. 
Compare this with the $3,600,000,000 for education, including all pub- 
lic, private and schools of higher learning, and $1,035,000,000 for all 
churches, a total of $5,000,000,000, or just one-fourth of the expendi- 
ture for booze, tobacco, gambling, motion pictures and jewelry. Our 
nation is “weighed in the balance and found wanting” of a good re- 
ligious and moral outlook, because of its fast-growing sinful and 
worldly nature. You just can’t waste $20,000,000,000 a year on the 
above non-essentials and give the much-needed funds to rehabilitate 
this war torn world. The kingdoms of this world thrive while worthy 
causes go begging and have to work on very reduced budgets. These 
are sure signs of religious and moral degeneracy. 

The National Office of Vital Statistics reported 2,285,536 marriages 
performed in 1946, 613,000 of which ended in divorce courts. Ninety- 
frve per cent of these divorces were granted on the grounds of deser- 
tion and adultery, 50 per cent of which involve the drink question. In 
other words, nearly one of every three marriages in America ended in 
divorce last year. This is 60 times as many as were reported in 1867. If 
this rate continues until 1957 every other marriage in America will 
reach the divorce court. In our own state, divorce has increased over 
100 per cent in the last six years—from 4,500 in 1941 to over 10,000 
in 1947. 

Marked increases are recorded again this year in delinquency, 
drunkenness, divorce and all crime. This shows that there is a defi- 
nite slump in the moral life of our nation, which without a doubt 
comes fom a self-sufficiency, greed, selfishness, the neglect of God, 
the lack of a deep religious experience and a conviction of sin. When 
a nation turns to alcoholic beverages, tobacco and other drugs to keep 
on its feet instead of faith, hope and eternal trust in an everlasting 
God, we cannot expect peace, happiness and contentment. 

We need but study the early history of the Jewish nation to see 
what happened when that nation slumped into a religious and moral 
degeneracy. The drunken feast of Belshazzar was witnessed by the 
handwriting on the wall. If the heads of this nation continue to allow 
the liquor traffic to take over as they did during the war and as they 
have continued to do in these crucial post war days, history will re- 
peat itself, for we are told “God's Spirit will not always strive with 
man.” One of the most ridiculous things done by the United States 
Government since the close of the war has been the establishing of 
bartenders’ schools under the GI Bill of Rights. One such school has 
been organized in Baltimore, Maryland, under the supervision of the 
State Department of Education. Here the liquor forces are training 
bartenders in our public school system at the Federal Government's 
expense. It includes a six weeks course in bartending. Unless this 
thing is stopped, it will be a disgrace to our whole educational sys- 
tem, which in most states has laws compelling temperance education 
in the public schools. 

We should be very grateful that we have “dry” organizations like 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and the Anti-Saloon 
League to warn and educate the people of the need of proper legisla- 
tion to govern this subtle traffic until it can be run out of our nation. 

The ravages of the liquor traffic are seen on every hand and the 
problem is self-evident today. We ask why so much drinking, rape, 
murder, crimes of all kinds as recorded in the press everywhere? What 
could you expect of a nation that allows the liquor traffic to boast 
over the fact that they made 10,000,000 potential drinkers during the 
war, recruited out of the ranks of boys and girls from your home and 
mine? We ought not to take this lying down. We must do all we can 
to aes _ unholy and godless traffic that consumes our youth for 
profit sak 

Here is a inside story of the 60 day shutdown that the liquor i in- 
dustry now sts of as “cooperation with the government.” The dis- 
tilleries closed down October 25th until Christmas under heavy pro- 
test. Several distilleries actually obtained an injunction to permit con- 
tinued operation. Mr. Luckman asked this holiday to save 10 000 000 
bushels of grain for Europe’s need, But we now find that in October, 
the month of the shutdown, the liquor traffic stepped up its produc- 
tion enough to overcome most of the 60 days lost—90,000 bushels of 
wheat and wheat products were used in distillery operation in Octo- 
ber, 1947, amen to the 34,000 bushels in September—nearly 
three times as much 

The distilleries used 2,998,000 bushels of corn products in October, 
the month of the shutdown, against that of 1,945,239 bushels in Sep- 
tember, almost double. Total measured pounds: for were: 


309,703,734 compared to 211,924,490 pounds in September. You can 
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see where much of our grain goes. Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son has asked power to restrict the use of grain by distillers after the 
end of the holiday, for they know quite well it would take only a few 


months to gain the rest of the loss in the holiday. The total produc- 
tion of distilled spirits of all types was 39,559,453 gallons in October 
compared with 22;218,298 gallons in September, or over 17 million 
gallons more. The distillers used 38,588,882 bushels wheat, 8,031,796 
bushels of rye, 3,324,860 bushels of barley, 559,967,276 pounds of po- 
tatoes and potato products, 117,519,735 gallons of molasses, 226,412,- 
612 pounds of sugar and sy 71,451,566 bushels of grain, 6,691,- 
056 pounds of soybeans - soybean products and 240,830,896 
pounds of rice last year, according to the Internal Revenue Bureau 
at tt Washington, D.C., great colossal waste in the time of dire need. 

On December 17, 1947, Mr. Anderson requested the distillers to 
cut their production to 2,500,000 gallons monthly after the holiday. 
This was met by a flat refusal. Out of the 49 distillery operators only 
10 favored the government's plan. Thirty-nine voted against it and 
for a 3,500,000 gallonage a month schedule in spite of the fact that 
millions are cold, hungry and starving around the world. 

After their action against the proposed government plan to save 
grain for starving world citizens, Mr. Anderson asked the legislature 
to pass a bill limiting the distillers to 2,500,000 gallons per month. 
Mr. Taft, our honorable and fearless United States Senator and states- 
man, submitted such a bill to impose grain limitations on the distil- 
lers until February Ist. Thank God we have some men in this nation 
that are not afraid of the liquor traffic. This subtle, unpatriotic, selfish, 

y traffic will not control, limit or moderate its program. It’s 
laughable and a good joke to hear them say they are for moderation. 
There has been no moderation, but increased production, followed by 
increased crime and lawlessness by this traffic ever since the repeal of 
the 18th Amendment. 

The liquor interests are not fooling the “drys” when they appear 
patriotic and cooperative, as you see. The distillers raised a terrible 
howl when asked to give 60 days of their production to the starving 
people of the world when they already had 800,000,000 gallons of 
hard liquor in their storehouses as of October, 1947, an eight-year’s 
supply. A year’s holiday would have released 78,000,000 bushels 
of grain for Europe, enough to feed 30,000,000 people over the win- 
ter. If the President of the United States is looking for a chance to 
stop a real waste and add to the dwindling wheat supply, let him and 
his cabinet freeze the making of whisky, until the emergency is over. 
This would still leave an eight-year’s supply now in the warehouses 
for American consumption, certainly enough for those who want it. 

Millions of gallons of synthetic alcohol are now being made by 
cracking petroleum and from various gases. This alcohol is just as 
pure as any made from grain and used for industrial purposes. It can 
also be consumed as beverage alcohol. All alcohols are poison, but 
some are more poisonous than others. By stopping the use of bev- 
erage alcohol and using synthetic alcohol by industries, we could 
help feed the starving world. 

We have to be very careful these days not to be deceived by the 
various meetings that are being called by clubs and other organiza- 
tions that think they can avoid alcoholism through moderation, or 
seek a way to drink without the danger of becoming an alcoholic. 
Last month one such meeting was called by a woman’s club in 
Orange. The chief speaker was a Mr. Hirsh, associate editor of the 
Research Council on Problems of Alcohol from New York. This Re- 
search Council, which Mr. Hirsh represents, is supported by large 
gifts from the liquor interests and stands for moderation. At this 
meeting, Mr. Hock, the new Alcohol Beverage Control Commissioner 
for New Jersey, made the statement that the liquor interests of New 
Jersey were ready to cooperate with the state government in helping to 
take care of thealcoholics. I am strictly opposed to any alliance between 
the State of New Jersey and the liquor traffic. Any plan, such as 
clinics, information centers or hospitals for alcoholics should come 
from the state and be controlled absolutely by the state government, 
without the interference of the liquor interests. The state should 
make the liquor interests help pay for these institutions by a state

tax, but the liquor men should have nothing to do with the running - 


of the institutions. 

Twenty-five million out of the 140,000,000 Jemestenns. or one out 
of every six, have chronic illnesses according to Dr. Morris Fishbein. 
This, of course, includes heart ailments, hardening of the arteries, 
high blood come he social diseases, arthritis, nervous and mental dis- 
eases, tuberculosis, diabetes, asthma and alcoholism. Chronic diseases 
have shown a marked increase since repeal. This certainly. is par- 
tially due to the high rate of alcoholics created yearly. Chronic dis- 
eases are not restricted to age. We are told that at least half the per- 
sons who were chronically ill were under 45 years old and 16 per- 
cent under 25. We are told that there are 29,000 alcoholics in our 
state, but the survey made by Dr. Riley. of Rutgers University for 
the state in 1946 showed that only one out of every 10 doctors of 
the state were approached. A total of 435, of the over 4,000 doctors 
and of these 435 doctors, only 1/10 of the state doctors, had

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treated 29,000 alcoholics. This you see is a very low estimate. 

Dr. Jellinek of Yale University shows that alcoholism is in- 
creasing in “wet” states and decreasing in “dry” states. From 1930 to 
1944 the increase in number of alcoholics in New York was 34.3%; 
in California 31.3%, in Missouri 28.8%, in Illinois 25.7%, in 
Massachusetts 69.7%. During this period of increase in the above 
states, there was a decrease in alcoholics in Kansas, one of our “dry” 
states, of 11.1%. 

In chronic alcoholism during this period, New York rose from the 
8th state in 1930 to 3rd in 1944, California from the 4th to Ist place, 
but during this period Kansas dropped from the 28th to the 43rd 
ranking state in chronic alcoholism. Laugh all they want at Kansas 
as a “bone dry state”, it’s still true, Kansas has 54 counties without 
insane—54 counties without any feeble-minded, 96 counties without 
a poor house, 53 counties without a single person in jail and 56 
counties without a single representative in the state prison. 

Dr. Jellinek’s studies show that where hard liquor is legalized, the 
sales of beer also increase. During 1945 the per capita consumption 
of beer in New York was 34.40 gallons, in Illinois 20.2 gallons. In 
California 22.74 gallons, in Missouri 23.6 gallons. Compare these 
figures with the the three states where the sale of hard liquor is 
illegal. Mississippi had a per capita of drinking of only 8.5 gallons, 
Oklahoma 19.51 gallons, Kansas 10.2 gallons. Repeal has increased 
drinking. Local Option decreases drinking as proved by the above 
figures recently taken of several “dry” and “wet” states. 

The Anti-Saloon League believes that you cannot expect to find 
relief from the threat of alcoholism by moderation. The liquor in- 
terests stand for moderation, naturally; but each year since repeal 
until 1947, because of the high profits in this business, more and 
more liquor has been sold, more and more alcoholics are being 
created. Thru increased production we produce more alcoholics. 
Taking Mr. Hirsh’s own figures of 800,000 alcoholics in America, this 
is 50,000 more than last year, according to the Yale figures of 750,- 
000. We are treating alcoholics at the rate of 60,000 a year, ac- 
cording to Dr. Jellinek’s statement. 

Major General Paul R. Hawley on leaving the Veterans’ Admin- 
stration, said the problem of chronic alcoholism among veterans is 
still increasing, and predicted that veteran physicians will treat 
10,000 cases of alcoholism this year, compared with 6,459 last year, 
and 3,529 in 1945. This is the result of beer and other intoxicating 
drinks served freely during the World War II to our armed forces. 
Our government should bear the full responsibility of these un- 
fortunate victims and their families. 

According to Mr. Hirsh of the Research Council there are 4,000,- 
000 heavy drinkers and 60,000,000 drinkers in our nation today. 

Speaking of moderation—does moderation mean that each year 
we shall have an increase of gallonage, sales and alcoholics? This 
has been the result each year since repeal. Last year in our own 
state 343 mew saloons were added to the already over-crowded 
situation. Does this sound like moderation or control? There will 

no moderation or real control as long as there is a profit motive 
in the sales of liquors, either by the individual or the government. 
We are glad to note that, due to temperance education, high prices, 
changing times and world needs, the consumption of alcoholic bev- 
erages decreased 32% in our country last year. These figures come 
from the National League Research Department. . 

Mr. Hirsh takes pride in calling the alcoholic a sick man. If the 
alcoholic is a sick man and his sickness of alcoholism comes from 
alcoholic beverages, then why does our government license places 
that sell the germs of alcohol that creates alcoholism? From a 
strictly health standpoint, this does not seem to make sense. If the 
alcoholic is a diseased man, and I am not the one to say he is not, 
then the American Medical Association should petition our govern- 
ment to discontinue licensing this business that is creating the fourth 
major health problem of America,—alcoholism and also an army of 
800,000 alcoholics at the rate of 60,000 a year, who are incapable of 
producing or contributing to society, but become parasites, at the 
cost of the tax payers, thru hospitals, jails and mental institutions. 
California as a state and Minneapolis as a city, both having made 
surveys recently on the cost of the care for alcoholics, proved that 
they spend twice as much to take care of their alcoholics as they 
receive in revenue from the liquor tax and licenses. I agree with Mr. 
Hirsh and all others who are interested in the alcoholic. We must 
rehabilitate the alcoholic and educate our youth, but the education 
must be along the lines of total abstinence as the ideal, and not 
moderation. We know if. we educate youth not to take the first 
drink, and they follow total abstinence, they will never get drunk, 
but you can’t give the man who takes a drink the same assurance. 

Our organization is interested in the alcoholic. He is a diseased 

i in body and mind—but he is also a sinful and 
selfish person, but should have all the available help he can get from 
his church, relatives and friends, as well as the state for rehabilitation. 


But we also believe that the best method is to teach total abstinence 
to our youth that they may avoid ever begoming an alcoholic and 
a disgrace to themselves and their families. Whoever thinks of the 
liquor traffic, which takes a man’s hard earned money and sends him 
home drunk to a heartbroken family, as a religious, moral, social, 
economic, civic or financial benefit or asset to a nation, state or city, 
deceives themselves, as common sense, experience and statistics re- 
cently compiled show that the liquor traffic makes a liar, a cheat and 
a thief out of men and women who are under its influence. 

Many of our modern scientists and some of our great universities 
are being deceived by the liquor traffic, which with its wealth, is 
willing to provide large sums of money to allure them to follow 
moderation and teach that moderate drinking will help avoid al- 
coholism, or keep folks from becoming alcoholics, which of course is 
contrary to experience. Alcoholics Anonymous says no alcoholic can 
take one drink after his rehabilitation without reverting back im- 
mediately to alcoholism. Mr. Hirsh, himself, says that alcoholism 
cannot be cured, only curbed. Why license places to sell a germ that 
causes an incurable disease? 

Some would like us to believe that drinking and drunken driving 
is decreasing in our state, and nation. But the 1947 statistics for the 
first ten months in our own state show a 16% increase in revocations 
for drunken driving. In 1945 there were 511 revocations for drunk- 
en driving—in 1946, 794. In 1947, the same 10 months period, 925, 
nearly twice that of 1945 and 16% higher than 1946. 

J. Edgar Hoover coincidentally tells us that crime in general for 
1947 has also increased 16%, 294,000 being arrested for drunk- 
enness in the nation. Arrests for drunkenness are far ahéad of any 
other cause for arrests. All these statistics show us what excessive 
drinking ultimately leads to. The large city daily papers record 
hundreds of crimes attributed to drinking excessively. In Westport, 
Conn., a few weeks ago a man charged with drunken driving ran 
into a hayride carrying 20 girls, seriously injuring 10 of them. In 
our Own state we have had several cases of drunken drivers who 
killed from one to three persons recently, tavern brawls, knifings, 
men murdering their wives, one on the bank of the Passaic River 
after visiting taverns with a blond all night, raping on the whole- 
sale—all while under the influence of drink. A tavern or cocktail 
lounge can break more homes during the week than the church can 
make or repair on Sundays. 

What can we do about all this drinking? We can defend the cause 
of temperance whenever we have the opportunity; never fail to let 
people know where we stand and why we stand for total abstinence 
instead of moderation. If this is one of our major perplexities, we 
should study this alcohol problem as we do other major issues, and 
get all the information we can on the beverage alcohol question. We 
should do our best to make our home communities local option 
territory and write our legislators about bills that are introduced of 
a dry nature. We should contradict the untruths, distorted facts and 
liquor traffic propaganda by revealing the true circumstances ec- 
onomically, morally, socially and spiritually. 

One of the pet and prize arguments of the liquor traffic is “That 
prohibition failed” and the bootleggers took over. Well, since repeal 
the revenue agents have destroyed 219,000 stills and last year more 
than 14,000 stills were destroyed in this country. The bootlegger is 
still flourishing and selling his goods, but on an open market. We 
know that “Repeal has failed”. It has failed to lower taxes, failed 
to lessen the drinking among young people, failed to do away with 
the bootlegger, failed to control or change all the vicious ex- 
periences of the old saloon days, failed to decrease crime, divorce, 
drunkenness, insanity and delinquency, but in most instances 
multiplied all the above problems to a dangerous degree. In this 
highly accelerated mechanical mass production world, the liquor 
traffic makes its users unsafe in the factory, a dangerous man on the 
highway and a constant threat to society thru crime, disease, ac- 
cidents and social disorders of the most complicating nature, worse 
than at any time during the history of this nation. 

One of the League’s means of combating the vicious and subtle 
propaganda of the liquor interests is our weekly half hour radio 
program over WAWZ, 1380 on your dial, between 6:30 and 7:15 
each Monday evening. Here we are able to speak without fear or 
favor against this threatened evil and warn the people of this state 
against being deceived by this traffic that has no conscience or soul. 
Rev. John Strome, our vice-president, Rev. William Barton Kelly of 
East Orange Methodist Church and Rev. E. J. Black of Sergeants- 
ville are doing a very able piece of work in assisting the superinten- 
dent on the radio hour. We want to thank Bishop White and the 
Pillar of Fire Church at Zarephath for opening their radio station 
for a temperance program for our League each week. 

Our League has been advancing its work of youth alcohol ed- 
ucation each year in the high, grade, daily vacation and summer 
schools thru out the state. The best high schools are opening to our 
program thru the Students’ Temperance Fellowship, an organization 
incorporated and dedicated to youth alcohol education by the League

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Resolutions 


The Anti-Saloon League of New Jersey, assembled in annual 
session, recognizes that during the past year there has grown a 
greater need for temperance education, and temperance promotion 
than ever before in the history of our state. There has also de- 
veloped a larger opportunity for wise and constructive leadership 
in the influencing of youth by words and deeds as to the physical 
and psychological effects of intemperate habits in the use of alcoholic 
beverages. 


THEREFORE, be it RESOLVED, that we continue our program 
of educating the boys and girls in the high schools of the state 
concerning injuries to themselves and to society resulting from 
indulgence in the drinking of alcoholic beverages. 


It is our purpose to correct the impression made upon youth that 
moderation in the use of beverage alcohol can cause no harm. It is 
our belief that thousands of drunkards have been made when the 
first glass has been taken in purely social intercourse. ihe cocktail 
party in modern society has become a common social custom. We 
regard it as a dangerous menace to the moral life of the community 
and for many individuals the first step toward chronic alcoholism. 


It is the major part of our program to instruct the generation of 
youth now of impressionable age so that they may know the dangers 
lurking in the social custom of cocktail drinking. 

Because there is another influence working in the opposite 
direction, we protest against the advertising of alcoholic beverages 
in newspapers and magazines. It is a form of advertising that at- 
tempts to make the people believe that distinction is achieved by 
men who drink and beauty is won by the girl who is pictured as 
holding a glass in her hands for the improvement of her looks. 

Beer and wine are advertised on the radio. The radio enters the 
home in an intimate way and boys and girls listen to the “Com- 
mercials” exalting the merits of these alcoholic drinks. The im- 
pression made upon the young mind is dangerous to right thinking 
and right living people. 

We commend the New Jersey Christian Conference on Legisla- 
tion for its proposed effort to have liquor advertising banned from 
buses and cars for transportation. It is offensive to thousands of 
decent minded folk to have to see in front of them day after day 
the “ads” encouraging the passengers in buses and cars to become 
a “distinguished somebody” by drinking the product of distillery 
and brewery. 

BE IT RESOLVED, that we express our appreciation of the effort 
made by the Rev. C. Arthur Sadofsky, Superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon League, to carry out our program of education in our public 
schools. We are pleased to know that he has spoken in a very large 
number of schools with splendid results. Youth has listened and 
learned. So satisfactory has been his work that he has been invited 
to return for a second visit and in some cases the proposition has 
been made that he institute a program of annual visitation for tem- 
perance instruction. 

Although our emphasis has been upon temperance, we have 
come to the conclusion that our fight against injuries due to the 
consumption of alcoholic beverages will never be completely suc- 
cessful until total abstinence has become a confirmed habit. This 
must be the ultimate in our program of education. 

BE IT RESOLVED, that we express our appreciation of the pvork 
of the New Jersey Temperance Society. This organization has 
provided us with text books which we have been privileged to dis- 
tribute free of cost to those who have signed pledges, and with 
literature on the subject, the latest being “The Menace of Moder- 
ation” and “How to Refuse a Cocktail”. 


BE IT RESOLVED, that we thank the Executive Committee of 
the New Jersey Anti-Saloon League, especially the president, Mr. 
Walter R. Pruden, who has given of his time and thought to the 
work of the League in the State of New Jersey. 

We recognize with gratitude-the New Jersey Christian Con- 
ference on Legislation. This organization represents several groups 
concerned with the moral welfare of the state and its purpose is to 
promote better moral conditions in New Jersey through legislation. 
Although it seeks to have legislation adopted controlling other 
evils, it has as a major part of its pro . the control of liquor 
licenses and the sale and consumption of intoxicating liquor. 

Our appreciation must be expressed to Mrs. Ethel McAllister, the 
office secretary, whose untiring and faithful service has made the 
work of 1947 so eminently successful. 

To Almighty God we give thanks for His blessing and pray that 
we may have His continued guidance in the years ahead.

We want to take this opportunity to thank our staff for their 
loyal and efficient service during the year; our faithful president, Mr. 
Pruden, for his time, service and council. We know we have one of 
the best League Presidents in America. Our treasurer, Mr. Hollings- 
head, has from time to time given good suggestions for the caring 
for and raising of the much needed money for our work, and as all 

treasurers, he helps to protect the money of those who give it 
in good faith to be spent in a worthy way. Dr. Reynolds, our 
assistant treasurer, has been a great asset to the League in many 
ways and a good attender of board meetings.
